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General in 
Iraq has new 
policy: No 
pregnancies

The Army general command- 
ing U.S. forces in northern Iraq has 
added pregnancy to the list of pro- 
hibitions for personnel under his 
command. 

The policy, which went into effect 
Nov. 4, makes it possible to face pun- 
ishment, including a court-martial 
and jail time, for becoming pregnant 
or impregnating a servicemember, 
according to the wording of the pol- 
icy and confirmations from Army 
officials. 

The rule governs all those serving 
under Maj. Gen. Anthony Cucolo 
III, who commands Multi-National 
Division—North, including Balad, 
Kirkuk, Tikrit, Mosul and Samarra. 
According to the order, it is “appli- 
cable to all United States military 
personnel, and to all civilians, serv- 
ing with, employed by, or accom- 
panying” the military in northern 
Iraq, with few exceptions. 

Someone would violate the policy 
by “becoming pregnant, or impreg- 
nating a soldier, while assigned 
to the Task Force Marne (Area of 
Operations), resulting in the rede- 
ployment of the pregnant soldier,” 
according to the order. 

The policy also applies to married 
couples who are at war together, 
Army spokesman Maj. Lee Peters 
told Stars and Stripes in an e-mail 
message. Both the husband and wife 
could face punishment under the 
policy.

Four U.S. teens to remain in custody in Japan

TOKYO — Four U.S. teens in Japa- 
nese custody on suspicion of attempt- 
ed murder could stay in confinement 
well into February before facing any 
criminal charges, according to Japa- 
nese legal experts. 

The teens — an 18-year-old, a 17- 
year-old and two 15-year-olds — were 
arrested Dec. 5, suspected of string- 
ing a rope across a street near Yo- 
kota Air Base in August and causing 
a Japanese motorcyclist to crash. The 
23-year-old woman who was driving 


suffered a skull fracture and lay in a 
coma for weeks. 

Since their arrests, the teens have 
been questioned by Japanese pros- 
ecutors without the presence of their 
parents or defense attorneys, military 
officials said Friday. All are younger 
than 20 and thus minors under Japa- 
nese law, which allows extended de- 
tention while a family court judge 
weighs a recommendation on whether 
to file charges. 

They have been held separately, 
first at a local police station and now at 
four separate juvenile detention cen- 
ters, according to military officials. 
Their parents — servicemembers in 


Yokota units — have visited the teens, 
but it’s unlikely the families can talk 
alone without guards and interpreters 
nearby, one legal scholar said. 

The prolonged confinement and 
one-sided interrogations bear little 
resemblance to judicial procedures 
in the United States, where suspects 
can request lawyers and where pros- 
ecutors must bring charges quickly in 
open documents and courtrooms. 

Those legal differences are com- 
plicated further in this case, which 
involves suspects who are both U.S. 
military family members and minors.

Pregnant: Official says policy set to maintain unit cohesion

Peters said that, despite the 
broad wording of the policy, it is 
meant to apply only when preg- 
nancies affect a unit’s ability to 
perform its mission. 

“When a_ soldier becomes 
pregnant or causes a soldier to 
become pregnant through con- 
sensual activity,’ Peters said, 
“the redeployment of the preg- 
nant soldier creates a void in the 
unit and has a negative impact on 
the unit’s ability to accomplish 
its mission. Another soldier must 
assume the pregnant soldier’s 
responsibilities.” 

No one has been punished or 
accused under the new policy, ac- 
cording to Col. David S. Thomp- 
son, the inspector general for all 
soldiers in Iraq. 

Military staff judge advo- 


cates for both MND-North and 
Multi-National Force—Iraq 
have reviewed and approved the 
policy, according to Peters and 
Thompson. 

“Tt is a lawful order,’ Thomp- 
son said Friday during a phone 
interview. 

Thompson, who has served 29 
of the past 39 months in Iraq as 
an inspector general, said it’s the 
first time he can recall pregnan- 
cy being prohibited. 

Armywide policy requires that 
a pregnant soldier in Iraq be re- 
moved from the war theater with- 
in 14 days. 

Eugene Fidell, who teaches 
military law at Yale Law School 
and is president of the National 
Institute of Military Justice, said 
he understands the motivations of 
the order.

s. Becoming pregnant, or im- 
pregnating a Soldier, while assigned 
to Task Force Marne AOR, resulting 
in the redeployment of the pregnant 
Soldier. 


“You have to assume it’s in re- 
sponse to a number of incidents 
that have caused female GIs to 


be sidelined at a time when they 
can’t be spared,” he said. 

But he said the prohibition is 
fraught with “a mare’s nest of 
legal, ethical and policy issues” 
that highlight the discord be- 
tween personal autonomy and 
military needs. 

“Here you really have issues 
that go to the core of personal in- 
tegrity: reproductive rights,” he 
said. 

There are also issues of enforce- 
ment, Fidell said. The woman is 
immediately suspect once the 
pregnancy comes to light, but 
unless she identifies her partner, 
the male could go unpunished de- 
spite bearing the same culpabil- 
ity under the order.

MISAWA AIR BASE, Japan 
— A lot of children on U.S. bases 
across the Pacific could wake up 
Christmas morning to some of the 
hottest selling toys in America. 

Officials from the Army and 
Air Force Exchange Service, 
the Navy Exchange Service 
Command, and the Marine Corps 
Exchange all reported selling at 
least some of the most popular 
toys of the holiday season. 

The exchange at Marine Corps 
Air Station Iwakuni, Japan, 
stocked seven of the top 10 
identified earlier this month by 
BMO Capital Markets, a North 
American-based financial ser- 
vice provider. 

Gary M. Walls, the chief of 
the retail/services division at 
Iwakuni, said during a phone 
interview last week that his 
employees have “a lot of input” in 
deciding which toys to stock and 
that he’s happy with the variety 
on the shelves, if not the quantity. 
Iwakuni even sells the year’s hot- 
test fad product — the Zhu Zhu 
Pet toy hamster. 

However, AAFES senior buyer 
Rochelle Callaway-McNally 
said via e-mail from her Dallas- 
based headquarters that AAFES 
won’t have the Zhu Zhu toys until 
February. 

She said AAFES carries some 
of the most popular toys, but “not 
all items go to all stores.” 

At Misawa Air Base, Japan, for 
example, Moxie Girlz and Nerf 
Blasters were a one-time buy, 
meaning “that they are not re-or- 
derable to our stores,” Callaway- 
McNally said. Those items had 
already sold out. 

But Bakugan spheres and 
Ultimate Fighting Championship 
figures can be reordered on 
weekly shipments at various 
AAFES stores. 

Callaway-McNally also said 
shipping the products to overseas 
military bases can be challeng- 
ing, since 65 percent of AAFES 
toys are purchased as one-time 
buys from China. Those toys 
must first be shipped to the States 
and then doled out to the overseas 
stores, she explained, eliminat- 
ing enough lead time “to meet an 
increased demand in the middle 
of the season.”

Robert Rice, the AAFES store 
manager on Kadena Air Base, 
Okinawa, said LEGO products 
have been the biggest seller in his 
store this year. 

“We have a 40-foot long LEGO 


section, which I feel is definitely 
meeting customers’ expecta- 
tions,” he said. 

Rice said the Nerf Blasters, 
another of the hottest toys in the 
States, are also popular. 

Exchange officials at Yokosuka 
Naval Base, Japan, said toys 
began flying off the shelves just 
before Black Friday, and sales 
haven’t slowed since. 

While the store’s biggest seller 
— Barbie products — failed to 
make the U.S. hot list, the Tag 
Junior toys, which are on the list, 
have been in high demand, too. 

“We try and stay current with 
the popular items in the States, 
but this year our inventory was 
a little unbalanced,” said Pat 
Thompson, in charge of ordering 
and merchandising at Yokosuka. 
“We have a lot of toys, but just not 


all of the really popular ones.” 

Thompson said that after some 
items sell out, it can take two to 
three months before they can get 
them restocked. 

Ginger Baker, whose _ hus- 
band is a Marine stationed on 
Okinawa, said she had to visit 
Kadena’s store a few times before 
she found what she wanted in 
stock. 

“T have found most things,” 
Brinker said. “The toy section 
is a lot better than I thought it 
would be.” 

Some shoppers browse elec- 
tronically for the hottest toys. 

Johnnie Davis, a _ military 
spouse at Yongsan Garrison, in 
Seoul, said he did most of his 
shopping on the Internet because 
he wasn’t happy with what he 
found on AAFES’s shelves. 


“T am not satisfied with the 
store’s selection,” he said. “They 
tell me that the toys that are here 
is all that they carry, but when I 
go to Camp Carroll, they tell me 
differently.” 

Veronica Sandoval, whose hus- 
band is a Navy corpsman serving 
in Afghanistan, said the conve- 
nience of Internet shopping isn’t 
the only reason she goes that 
route. 

“At the NEX, it seems like toys 
are always the same, and they 
don’t really rotate any new items 
in,’ she said at Yokosuka. “One 
thing I do like about the exchange 
is their sales. They’re hard to 
beat.”

North Korea suspected of recent defense data hack

SEOUL — North Korea could be behind 
a computer hacking incident that gave the 
rogue government access to a summary of 
what the militaries of South Korea and the 
United States plan to do in the event war 
would resume on the peninsula. 

“We strongly believe that it is North 
Korea’s act,” a spokesman for the South 
Korean Joint Chiefs of Staff said Friday. 
The spokesman said it was too early in 
South Korea’s investigation, however, to be 
certain that Pyongyang was responsible 
for the cyber attack. 

It is also unclear what, if anything, 
North Korea could do with the stolen 
information if the regime does have it, the 


spokesman said. 

United States Forces Korea spokesman 
David Oten declined to comment on the 
hacking report, saying it is the command’s 
policy not to discuss details of intelligence 
matters or any possible security investiga- 
tions. Attempts to contact a spokesman 
for the U.S. Embassy in South Korea late 
Friday were unsuccessful. 

South Korea Defense Ministry spokes- 
man Won Tae-jae said the suspected hack- 
ing occurred in late November when a 
South Korean officer failed to remove 
a USB device when he switched a mili- 
tary computer from a restricted-access 
intranet to the Internet, according to The 
Associated Press. The device contained 


an 11-page summary of military opera- 
tions South Korea and the U.S. plan in the 
event hostilities would resume with North 
Korea. Won said the full text of the opera- 
tional plans was not compromised, The 
Associated Press reported. 

North and South Korea are technically 
still at war, as the hostilities of the Korean 
War were only suspended by an armistice 
in 1953, and no peace treaty was ever 
signed. 

In July, hackers launched high-profile 
cyber attacks that caused Web outages 
on prominent government-run sites in 
the U.S. and South Korea. Affected sites 
included those of the White House and 
South Korea’s presidential Blue House. 


The Internet Protocol address that trig- 
gered those Web attacks was traced back 
to North Korea’s Ministry of Post and 
Telecommunications, the chief of South 
Korean’s main spy agency reportedly told 
lawmakers, according to AP. 

South Korean media outlets have re- 
ported that North Korea runs an Internet 
warfare unit that tries to hack into U.S. and 
South Korean military networks to gather 
confidential information and disrupt ser- 
vice, and the regime has between 500 and 
1,000 hacking specialists, according to 
AP.

Even the military was unsure 
in early stages, initially main- 
taining the teens qualified for the 
same protections as military per- 
sonnel while Japanese authorities 
investigated the possible crime. 

That is not the case, a spokes- 
man for U.S. Forces Japan said 
Thursday. 

“We all have to deal with the 
Japanese system if we get in trou- 
ble off base,” said Marine Corps 
Maj. Neal Fisher. 

But military members have 
a slight advantage in the initial 
stages of a Japanese investigation 
that does not extend to Pentagon 
civilian workers or any family 
members living in the country, 
according to Fisher. 

In Japan, criminal suspects 
may be held 23 days without a 
charge while prosecutors ques- 
tion them and gather other evi- 
dence. If servicemembers are 
arrested off base, they, too, face 
pre-charge confinement. 

However, the status of forces 
agreement with Japan provides 
some protection for servicemem- 
bers who are physically on a mili- 
tary base, according to Fisher. In 
that case, Japanese authorities 
may not arrest them unless an 
actual charge is brought forward 
or the military decides to turn the 
servicemember over to Japanese 
authorities. 

All others — including the 
teens — can face custody behind 
bars before formal charges are 
brought by prosecutors. 

And as suspects who are 
younger than 20, the teens face 
an additional confinement before 
appearing in court, according to 
a spokesman for Japan’s Ministry 
of Justice. 

In their cases, the local pros- 
ecutor has until next weekend 
to make recommendations to 
a family court judge on how to 
proceed. 

Then that judge can take an 
additional eight weeks to decide 
whether the teens should face 
adult charges, be treated as juve- 
niles, or be released to their par- 
ents on a probationary status. 

In the meantime, the parents 
have hired Japanese defense law- 
yers, and the military is tracking 
the case from a distance, military 
officials said. 

“They are on their own,” said 
William Cleary, who holds a doc- 
torate in Japanese law and con- 
sults with Japanese attorneys 
who have foreign clients. “They 
should be educated to that.” 

Yokota spokesman Air Force 
Maj. Christopher Watt agreed. 


“We know there’s a heavy 
rumor mill out there we need to 
address,” Watt said Thursday. “It 
was clear from this, we need to 
educate.” 

Wing leaders are planning a 
campaign for early next year to 
remind airmen and their families 
about the privileges and conse- 
quences of living in Japan, espe- 
cially when it comes to the local 
police and judicial system, Watt 
said. The campaign will address 
generic situations and not the 
specific case with the teens, he 
added. 

Authorities have not identi- 
fied the teens by name. Japanese 
police described the oldest teen 
as an unemployed male, 18. The 
other three are high school stu- 
dents, two boys and a girl. 

The victim has been able to re- 
turn to work part-time, Watt said. 

An adult attempted-murder 
conviction could bring a life sen- 
tence, Cleary said. 

Juvenile criminals, however, 
typically end up in the Japanese 
reformatory system, which pro- 
vides correctional and vocational 
education for juveniles 12 to 19. 
Of the 52 reformatory schools 
throughout Japan, a dozen can ac- 
commodate foreigners who might 
need language support, accord- 
ing to a spokesman with Ministry 
of Justice. 

There’s a possibility, however, 
that the teens could be released 
by the family court judge to the 
care of their parents under a sort 
of probation, according to Satoshi 
Kawamitus, a defense lawyer who 
defends U.S. servicemembers and 
other SOFA-status Americans 
charged with crimes. 

And there’s also the possibility 
that the family court judge could 
decide the evidence does not show 
the teens have any responsibility 
for the accident, experts said. 

It can help if the suspects show 
remorse during this pre-charge 
stage, despite the lack of formal 
charges, said Cleary, who also 
worked in international law for 
the military at Yokota a few years 
ago. Often that remorse comes as 
an apology and a payment to the 
victim to show the suspect is tak- 
ing responsibility for his or her 
actions. 

Those overtures have not hap- 
pened, Fisher said. 

“A lot of those things indicate 
guilt,” he said. “The kids haven’t 
been charged yet.”

“They are now the same as shipping to 
homes and businesses in the continental U.S. This change 
is currently reflected on our site as our customers select 
and purchase their merchandise.”

Charity treats children of fallen soldiers

DALLAS — The passengers 
filed off the plane in a conspicu- 
ous pattern: mother and children, 
mother and children, mother and 
children. 

One of the last women to exit 
handed the pilot a thank-you note. 
In lieu of a signature, she had 
written the name of the family 
member who wasn’t on the flight: 

Arthur S. Mastrapa. KIA Iraq 
6-16-04. 

“T know what it’s like,” said the 
pilot, whose own father died when 
he was 9. 

He, the entire flight crew and 
hundreds of other volunteers do- 
nated their time for Snowball Ex- 
press — a charity operation that 
collected about 1,300 children 
and spouses of fallen soldiers 
from all over the country and 
brought them to Dallas on Dec. 9 
for a much-needed holiday. 

Nine-year-old Hunter Young- 
blood’s father was killed by a 
roadside bomb in 2005 while 
on foot patrol in the city of Hit. 
Hunter most looked forward to 
seeing his friend Jack, who he 
knew from previous Snowballs 
and who would arrive from Penn-

sylvania later that day. 

Jack’s dad was a soldier, too, 
Hunter explained. He rode in 
a tank. “Then the tank fell off a 
bridge, and scuba divers tried to 
find him but they never found 
him. My dad died in Iraq, too.” 

“These are military kids,” 
said Dan Ronan, one of Snowball 
Express’ volunteer board mem- 
bers. “They’re strong, tough, re- 
silient little people and they put 
on a tough face. But deep down 
they need affection and love and 


all the things that any other kid 
needs.” 

Ronan said Snowball Express 
was inspired by the story of a ser- 
viceman who promised to take his 
family to Disneyland for Christ- 
mas, but never made it home. 

For four days, the families slept 
in courtesy hotel suites, met Dal- 
las Cowboys players and cheer- 
leaders, dined at the Sheraton and 
were serenaded by actor Gary Si- 
nise and his Lt. Dan Band.

It dawned with the warmest winter on 
record in the United States. And when the 
sun sets this New Year’s Eve, the decade 
of the 2000s will end as the warmest ever 
on global temperature charts. 

Warmer still, scientists say, lies ahead. 

Through 10 years of global boom and 
bust, of breakneck change around the 
planet, of terrorism, war and division, all 
people everywhere under that warming 
sun faced one threat together: the build- 
up of greenhouse gases, the untold dam- 
age to the world humanity has created for 
itself over millennia. 

As the decade neared its close, the U.N. 
gathered presidents and premiers of al- 
most 100 nations for a climate summit to 
take united action, to sharply cut back the 
burning of coal and other fossil fuels. 

Secretary-General Ban Ki-moon told 
them they had “a powerful opportu- 
nity to get on the right side of history” 
at a year-ending climate conference in 
Copenhagen. 

Once again, however, disunity might 
keep the world’s nations on this side of 
making historic decisions. 

“Deep down, we know that you are not 
really listening,” the Maldives’ Mohamed 
Nasheed told fellow presidents at Septem- 
ber’s summit. 

Nasheed’s tiny homeland, a sprinkling 
of low-lying islands in the Indian Ocean, 
will be one of the earliest victims of seas 


rising from heat expansion and melting 
glaciers. On remote islets of Papua New 
Guinea, on Pacific atolls, on bleak Arctic 
shores, other coastal peoples in the 2000s 
were already making plans, packing up, 
seeking shelter. 

The warming seas were growing more 
acidic, too, from absorbing carbon di- 
oxide, the biggest greenhouse gas in an 
overloaded atmosphere. Together, warm- 
er waters and acidity will kill coral reefs 
and imperil other marine life — from 
plankton at the bottom of the food chain, 
to starfish and crabs, mussels and sea 
urchins. 

Over the decade’s first nine years, 
global temperatures averaged 1.1 degrees 
Fahrenheit higher than the 1951-1980 av- 
erage, NASA reported. And temperatures 
rose faster in the far north than anyplace 
else on Earth. 

The decade’s final three summers melt- 
ed Arctic sea ice more than ever before 
in modern times. Greenland’s gargan- 
tuan ice cap was pouring 3 percent more 
meltwater into the sea each year. Every 
summer’s thaw reached deeper into the 
Arctic permafrost, threatening to unlock 
vast amounts of methane, a global-warm- 
ing gas. 

Less ice meant less sunlight reflected, 
more heat absorbed by the Earth. More 
methane escaping the tundra meant more 
warming, more thawing, more methane 
released. 

At the bottom of the world, late in the 
decade, International Polar Year re-

search found that Antarctica, too, was 
warming. Floating ice shelves fringing 
its coast weakened, some breaking away, 
allowing the glaciers behind them to push 
ice faster into the rising oceans. 

On six continents the glaciers retreated 
through the 2000s, shrinking future water 
sources for countless millions of Indians, 
Chinese and South Americans. The great 
lakes of Africa were shrinking, too, from 
higher temperatures, evaporation and 
drought. Across the temperate zones, 
flowers bloomed earlier, lakes froze later, 
bark beetles bored their destructive way 
northward through warmer forests. In 
the Arctic, surprised Eskimos spotted 
the red breasts of southern robins. 

By year-end 2008, the 2000s already 
included eight of the 10 warmest years 
on record. By 2060, that trajectory could 
push temperatures a dangerous 7 degrees 
Fahrenheit or more higher than prein- 
dustrial levels, British scientists said. 

Before the turn of the last century, with 
slide rule, pencil and months of tedious 
calculation, Svante Arrhenius was the 
first to show that carbon dioxide would 
warm the planet. 

Today their supercomputers tell his 
scientific heirs a much more urgent 
story: To halt and reverse that explosion 
of emissions, to head off a planetary cli- 
mate crisis, the 10 years that dawn this 
Jan. 1 will be the fateful years, the final 
chance, the last decade.

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Agreement will force countries 
to outline emmissions plans

COPENHAGEN — President 
Barack Obama said the United 
States and four other countries, 
including China, reached a 
“meaningful and unprecedented 
breakthrough” Friday on a deal 
to curb greenhouse gas emissions 
after a frenzied day of diplomacy 
at the U.N. climate talks. 

The agreement involving the 
U.S., China, India, South Africa 
and Brazil requires each country 
to list the actions they will take to 
cut global warming pollution by 
specific amounts, a senior Obama 
administration official said. The 
official described the deal on the 
condition of anonymity because 
details had not been announced. 

The deal reiterates a goal set 
earlier this year on long-term 
emissions cuts and provides a 
mechanism to be help poor coun- 
tries prepare for climate change. 

Obama spent the final sched- 
uled day of the climate talks meet- 
ing with world leaders, including 
Chinese Premier Wen Jiabao, in 
a bid to salvage the global warm- 
ing accord amid deep divisions 
between rich and poor nations. 

Before the late breakthrough, 
neither Obama nor Wen offered 
any new commitments to cut the 
greenhouse gas emissions that 
cause global warming as they ad- 
dressed the conference. And Wen 
skipped a high-level meeting of 
20 nations Friday morning, send- 
ing an envoy instead. 

“We are ready to get this done 
today but there has to be move- 
ment on all sides to recognize that 
is better for us to act rather than 
talk,” Obama said, insisting on a 
transparent way to monitor each 
nation’s pledges to cut emissions. 

Wen told delegates that China’s 
voluntary targets of reducing its 
carbon intensity by 40 percent to 
45 percent will require “tremen- 
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dous efforts.” 

“We will honor our word with 
real action,” Wen said. 

Abandoning any hope _ of 
reaching a comprehensive deal, 
a group of about 25 countries 
sought agreement on a political 
statement setting out critical ele- 
ments, key among them the mobi- 
lization of $30 billion in the next 
three years to help poor countries 
cope with climate change. That 
would be a scaled up to $100 bil- 
lion a year in climate change-aid 
by 2020. 

Several new drafts of the docu- 
ment, titled the Copenhagen Ac- 
cord, emerged, each time with 
key clauses updated and modi- 
fied. Later drafts said rich coun- 
tries should cut their greenhouse 
emissions by at least 80 percent 
by 2050. 

Some drafts called for a legally 
binding treaty within six months 
or no later than December 2010. 

A clause was dropped that had 
called on developing countries to 
reduce emissions by 15 percent 
to 30 percent below “business as 
usual,” that is, judged against the 
level had no action been taken. 

Obama also met with the 
leaders of Australia, Britain, 
France, Germany and Japan. 
Also participating in the talks 
were developing countries Ethio- 
pia, Bangladesh and Colombia, 
among others. China and Russia 
also were present. 

China has been criticized at 
the two-week conference offer- 
ing stronger carbon emissions 
targets and for resisting interna- 
tional monitoring of its actions. 

The U.S. got its share of blame. 

Obama may eventually become 
known as “the man who killed 
Copenhagen,” said Greenpeace 
U.S. Executive Director Phil 
Radford, before the agreement 
was reached.

Admiral urges unity on climate

The U.S. Navy’s top oceanog- 
rapher spoke before an interna- 
tional global warming summit in 
Copenhagen on Wednesday and 
called climate change a “com- 
mon enemy” that should bring 
nations together, according to a 
Navy news release. 

Rear Adm. David  Titley, 
oceanographer of the Navy and 
director of the Navy Task Force 
Climate Change, said changing 
climate is challenging maritime 
security and that the Navy is 
making plans to address the 
issues. His testimony was part 
of a landmark meeting of leaders 
from more than 120 countries 


who met in Denmark last week to 
discuss how humans are affect- 
ing temperatures. 

“The U.S. Navy is committed to 
addressing global climate change 
using a science-based approach,” 
Titley told the United Nations 
Panel on National Security 
Implications of Climate Change, 
the release said. 

Titley and the Navy Task Force 
Climate Change staff are exam- 
ining the effect of melting Arctic 
ice and the possibility that the 
area could turn into one of the 
world’s prime shipping lanes 
within decades, Stars and Stripes 
reported in August. 

Melting Arctic ice is a near- 
term impact of global warming 


that will require the Navy to 
build new partnerships and to 
adapt, Titley contended. 

“Tn this context, climate change 
may be viewed as a ‘common 
enemy’ that will bring nations 
together towards a common end,” 
Titley said. 

Further into the future, chang- 
es in temperature and precipita- 
tion could require more Navy 
humanitarian and disaster-relief 
missions, he said. 

Wild-card effects — effects 
not understood well by scientists 
— could include the impact of 
changing ocean acidity on food 
sources and the effects of glacial 
ice sheet melting on sea levels.

Mumbai suspect: Police 
tortured to get confession

MUMBAI, India — The ac- 
cused gunman in last year’s 
bloody siege of Mumbai retracted 
his detailed confession Friday, 
saying police tortured him into 
admitting his role in the attacks 
that left 166 people dead. 

Mohammed Ajmal Kasab, 21, 
who is being tried in a special 
court — and was photographed 
carrying an assault rifle during 
the attack on Mumbai’s main 
train station — told the judge he 
came to Mumbai as a tourist and 
was arrested 20 days before the 
siege began. 

On the day the attacks started, 
Kasab said, police took him from 
his cell because he resembled one 
of the gunmen, shot him to make 
it look like he had been involved 
in the violence and re-arrested 
him.

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Weapons seizure hurts N. Korean economy

SEOUL — The recent seizure of a trans- 
port plane carrying North Korean-made 
weapons for sale was more than just an 
embarrassment for Pyongyang. It repre- 
sents another significant loss the finan- 
cially struggling regime can ill afford, 
analysts say. 

An already-anemic North Korean econ- 
omy in recent months has continued a per- 
ilous tailspin triggered by international 
sanctions imposed on the combative nucle- 
ar-armed state. The U.N.-imposed restric- 
tions have led to several risky measures 
experts suggest may be warning signs of 
worsening economic woes. 

The regime has also faced widespread 
anger at home over its move early this 
month to revalue the national currency, 
making a 10,000-won note worth 10 won. 
The discontent led officials to ease the 
strategy, which was aimed at curbing run- 
away inflation. 

Analysts say North Korea’s need to bol- 
ster its weakened economy may be the 
leverage needed to bring its leader, Kim 
Jong II, back to talks designed to convince 
the regime to give up its nuclear arsenal. 

“The U.N. embargo has had an effect,” 
said Choi Soo-young, a senior research 
fellow at Korea Institute for National Uni-

fication in Seoul. “The plane detained in 
Thailand will have a big impact. It shows 
North Korea’s illegal air trade has been re- 
stricted. It is very difficult for the regime 


to make money.” 

Pyongyang’s struggles will depend on 
just how much China — North Korea’s big- 
gest benefactor and longtime ally — will 


follow through in its promise of continued 
economic help. 

In a visit to Seoul on Thursday, Chinese 
Vice President Xi Jinping called on North 
Korea to resume the six-party talks, which 
also include the United States, Russia, 
China, Japan and South Korea. 

Analysts say they do not know how 
much longer the North Koreans can rely 
on Chinese aid if they ignore such pleas. 
Said Choi: “China’s help has allowed North 
Korea to stay un-swayed.” 

North Korea is believed to earn as much 
as $1 billion annually by selling missiles, 
missile parts and other weaponry to na- 
tions such as Iran, Syria and Myanmar. 

“To reduce North Korea’s economic 
suffering, support and resources from 
the outside world are essential,” said Cho 
Myung-chul, a North Korean economist at 
the Korea Institute for International Eco- 
nomic Policy in Seoul. 

He said that North Korea’s economy 
is at its worst since 2006, adding: “Arms 
sales are the biggest part of North Korean 
exports and have a big influence” on the 
economy. For now, Cho said, Pyongyang’s 
gamble is to give the impression of contin- 
ued economic health as officials deal with 
the U.S. over their nuclear ambitions.

Dutch deny Venezuela's claim 
of U.S. military attack plan

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
— The Dutch government denied 
Friday that it is allowing the Unit- 
ed States to use Caribbean islands 
to prepare a possible military at- 
tack against Venezuela as that 
country’s president contends. 

A spokesman said Foreign 
Minister Maxime Verhagen had 
asked Venezuela’s ambassador to 
clarify the claims made by Presi- 
dent Hugo Chavez in a speech 
Thursday at the climate summit 
in Copenhagen. 

Foreign ministry spokesman 
Bart Rijs said the United States 
does use civilian air fields on 
the self-governing islands of Cu- 
racao and Aruba, but the U.S. 
forces are solely combating nar- 
cotic trafficking and use unarmed 
aircraft. 

The Venezuelan leader accused 
the U.S. military of sending intel- 
ligence agents, war ships and spy 
planes to Aruba, Curacao and an- 


other self-governing Dutch island, 
Bonaire, in preparation for an at- 
tack to topple him from power. 

“They are three islands in 
Venezuela’s territorial waters, 
but they are still under an impe- 
rial regime, the Netherlands,” 
Chavez said during his Copenha- 
gen speech. “Europe should know 
that the North American empire 
is filling these islands with weap- 
ons, assassins, American intelli- 
gence units, and spy planes and 
warships.” 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Ian Kelly de- 
nied that U.S. military personnel 
in the Caribbean are planning to 
attack Venezuela. 

“These allegations are base- 
less. These are routine exercises. 
We seek cooperation with the re- 
gion,” Kelly said. 

Chavez did not offer evidence 
supporting his accusations, but 
said the European Union should 
take a stance. 

The remarks were Chavez’s 
strongest yet directed at the Neth-

Doctors begin removal 
of needles from boy 


BRASILIA, Brazil — Doctors 
began emergency surgery Friday 
to remove four sewing needles 
lodged in a Brazilian toddler’s 
lungs and near his heart that al- 
legedly were inserted by his step- 
father during a series of bizarre 
rituals. 

Surgeons in the northeastern 
city of Salvador were removing 
only four of the dozens of needles 
inside the boy — the ones posing 
the biggest threats to the 2-year- 
old’s life, hospital spokeswoman 
Susy Moreno said. 

The operation was expected to 
last at least six hours, she said. If 
the initial operation is a success, 
surgeons may go after more nee- 
dles in subsequent operations. 

Police said the boy’s stepfather 
confessed to pushing 42 suppos- 
edly “blessed” sewing needles 
deep into the child because his 
lover told him to while in trances. 
The rituals were performed over 
a period of a month to try to keep 
the couple together, the stepfa- 
ther told police. 


3 al-Qaida suspects 
detained in drug case 


WASHINGTON — Three ac- 
cused al-Qaida associates have 
been arrested in Africa and 
brought to New York on charges 
they conspired to support terror- 
ism by smuggling drugs bound for 
Europe, authorities said Friday. 

The arrests mark the first time 
U.S. authorities have captured 
and charged al-Qaida suspects 
in a drug trafficking plot in Af- 
rica, in a case officials say dem- 
onstrates the spread of the terror 
network into global criminal 
activity. 

The three suspects — believed 
to be in their 30s and originally 
from Mali — were arrested in 
Ghana earlier this week. 


Atom smasher to take 
a break until February 


GENEVA — Operators of the 
world’s largest atom smasher say 
they have shut down the machine 
until February to prepare for a 
groundbreaking research pro- 
gram. The European Organiza- 
tion for Nuclear Research said 
the break is necessary to increase 
the levels of the energy used to 
smash protons into each other. 


Google convicted 
in copyright case 


PARIS — A Paris court has 
convicted Google Inc. in a copy- 
right infringement case over on- 
line publication of French books. 

A judge ruled Friday that the 
U.S. Internet search giant must 
pay $430,000 in damages and 
interest to French publisher La 
Martiniere. Google was also or- 
dered to pay 10,000 per day until 
it removes extracts of the French 
books from its online database. 

Google’s plans to scan millions 
of books to make them available 
online has drawn criticism in both 
the United States and Europe.

D.C. mayor signs 

gay marriage bill 
WASHINGTON — The mayor 

of Washington has signed a bill 

legalizing gay marriage in the na- 

tion’s capital, but it won’t go into 


effect just yet. 

Mayor Adrian M. _ Fenty 
signed the bill Friday in a public 
ceremony. 


The city council passed the 
measure Tuesday to legalize 
same-sex marriage in the city. 
Congress has final say over D.C.’s 
laws, however, so the mayor’s sig- 
nature doesn’t mean the bill im- 
mediately becomes law. 

The bill must pass a 30-day pe- 
riod of congressional review. 


Police chief accused of 
cover-up ordered held 


SHENANDOAH, Pa. — A po- 
lice chief ordered held without 
bail on charges he tried to cover 
up the fatal beating of a Mexi- 
can immigrant by white teenag- 
ers was named in a 2006 lawsuit 
that claimed police beat to death 
a Hispanic teenager, then made it 
look like a suicide. 

Police Chief Matthew Nestor 
was never charged, but the al- 
legations contained in the suit, 
in Tuesday’s indictment and in 
other civil claims depict a police 
department with pervasive hos- 
tility to minorities and a penchant 
for using excessive force. 

The suit names Nestor and 
Capt. Jamie Gennarini as defen- 
dants, as well as the borough of 
Shenandoah. The officers have 
denied wrongdoing. 


11 baby deaths linked 
to Simplicity cribs 


WASHINGTON — _ Despite 
several recalls and warnings, the 
number of reported baby deaths 
linked to defective Simplicity 
cribs has risen to 11. 

The most recent death oc- 
curred in September, when a 7- 
month-old child from Princeton, 
Ky., became entrapped in the crib 
when a part of it broke, the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion said Thursday. 

The agency also said it’s aware 
of 25 other incidents involving 
drop-side parts detaching from 
Simplicity cribs. 

More than 2 million Simplic- 
ity drop-side cribs have been re- 
called so far because of problems 
with their plastic hardware. 
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Wrap-up bill clears Senate hurdle

WASHINGTON — A pre-holiday package 
that wraps up Pentagon spending, extended 
unemployment benefits and other must-pass 
measures awaits one final vote in the Senate 
before it reaches President Barack Obama’s 
desk for his signature. 

The Senate cleared a crucial hurdle early 
Friday, voting to end debate on a bill that com- 
bined all that remained of this year’s congres- 
sional agenda — except for health care. 

Anchored by a $626 billion Pentagon fund- 
ing bill, the measure also carries short-term 
extensions of unemployment benefits, highway 
and transit funding, key pieces of the anti-ter- 
ror Patriot Act and a measure to save doctors 
from shouldering a 21 percent cut in Medicare 
payments. 

The timing of the 63-33 post-midnight tally 
— which blocked GOP stalling tactics and 
forced a final vote to clear the bill for President 
Barack Obama no later than Saturday — was 
governed more by the brawl over health care 
than significant opposition to the defense mea- 
sure or its additional baggage. 

For a time, Republicans are using every av- 
enue available to them to try to delay or kill the 
health care legislation, including stretching 
out debate on the defense measure. (See story 
on Page 15.) 

The bill passed the House on Wednesday by 
an overwhelming 395-34 vote. 

A key Republican, Thad Cochran of Missis- 
sippi, was expected to vote to advance the mea- 
sure but succumbed to pressure from GOP 
leaders to try to sustain the filibuster. That 
forced Democrats to get all 60 of their mem- 
bers, including anti-war Sen. Russ Feingold, 
D-Wis., to defeat the filibuster and try to keep 
the Senate on track to pass the health care bill 
by Christmas. 

“T am not going to be part of a partisan and 
cynical effort to delay passage of the defense 
bill in order to block the Senate from consider- 
ing health care reform,” Feingold said. 

After Feingold fell in line and the vote was

SAN FRANCISCO — After suffering 10 
years of horrific abuse at the hands of her 
husband, Rody Alvarado fled her native 
Guatemala in 1995 and applied for asylum 
in the United States. 

Last week, in a one-page decision, an 
immigration judge finally granted her re- 
quest. It culminated a personal odyssey 
for Alvarado and a thorny legal case that 
inflamed passions on both sides of the im- 
migration debate. 

The Obama administration said it is 
crafting regulations to allow entry by other 
victims of domestic violence who feel they 
have no choice but to flee their homelands 
to protect themselves. 

If adopted, the regulations would mark 
the first time the federal government for- 
mally recognizes domestic abuse victims 
as qualifying for political asylum. 

“The issue is highly complex, and we are 
moving ahead to develop regulations that 
will address these cases,” said U.S. De- 
partment of Homeland Security spokes- 
man Matt Chandler. 

No details were disclosed regarding the 
types of cases that would warrant asylum. 

In her first interview since the court de- 
cision, Alvarado said she is proud of paving 
the way for women in similar situations. 

“T never lost hope,” said Alvarado, a 
deeply religious woman who left behind 
two young children when she fled Guate- 
mala. “God never abandoned me.” 
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Domestic violence claims are contro- 
versial in the fight for asylum. Currently, 
nearly all asylum applications allege per- 
secution by a government rather than an 
individual. In addition, successful asylum 
applicants have to show they were perse- 
cuted because of religion, political beliefs, 
race, nationality or membership in a par- 
ticular social group. 

Advocacy groups and politicians calling 
for tighter borders complain that expand- 
ing asylum protection to domestic violence 
victims would distort the intent of refugee 
policy and open the borders to increased 
immigration. 

“How are asylum authorities going to 
substantiate these claims when we know 
that domestic violence in this country can 
be a complicated thing?” said Ira Mehl- 
man, a spokesman for the advocacy group 
Federation for American Immigration 
Reform. “This is getting us into personal 
relationships, and that’s not where asylum 
law ought to go.” 

Mehlman said his organization opposes 
expanding the asylum law, which was cre- 
ated in 1980 largely as a means for Com- 
munist bloc citizens to defect while visiting 
the United States in a diplomatic role. Back- 
ers of the law at the time estimated that 
claims would average around 5,000 a year 
and drop off significantly after the Cold 
War ended. 

In fiscal 2008, the government received 
47,459 asylum claims and granted 10,743 
— a decrease over the previous year’s 
54,957 applications and 12,807 approvals.

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Crumbling cliff | 
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The residents at an apartment building in Pacifica, Calif., were evac- 
uated Thursday over fears their homes could slide into the Pacific.

PACIFICA, Calif. — A crum- 
bling cliff forced residents to 
grab what they could and flee 
an apartment building atop a 
Northern California coastal bluff 
over fears it could slide into the 
Pacific. 

Building officials in Pacifica 
ordered residents out immedi- 
ately Thursday morning as large 
chunks of cliff plunged into the 
ocean, leaving the 12-unit build- 
ing just 10 feet from the edge of 
the wave-battered 50-foot bluff. 

The evacuation order was is- 
sued after part of the cliff, satu- 


rated by recent storms, broke off 
around 5:30 a.m. Thursday, chief 
building official Doug Rider said. 

An initial evacuation deadline 
of 5 p.m. was moved up as the 
cliff continued to crumble. Mov- 
ing trucks filled the street as 
about 20 frantic residents packed 
up what belongings they could. 

“Tt’s been insane. I can’t even 
think,” said Amanda O’Connell, 
24, a swim teacher in this town 
of 38,000 about 10 miles south of 
San Francisco. 

O’Connell said residents were 
warned earlier in the week about 
the deteriorating bluff. She and 
her boyfriend decided to move 


n Calif. forces evacuation 
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some of their larger possessions 
out early, just in case, she said. 

Two nearby buildings also 
were being monitored but re- 
mained stable for the time being, 
thanks to a wave-deflecting bar- 
rier of boulders at the bottom of 
the bluff, Rider said. 

The barrier was erected last 
spring but did not protect the en- 
tire beach. The cliff began crum- 
bling before the barrier could be 
completed. 

The apartment building’s own- 
ers have received an emergency 
permit from the California Coast- 
al Commission to put a barrier in 
place, Rider said.

Navajos vote to reduce 
size of tribal council 


FLAGSTAFF — Navajos 

voted to drastically re- 
duce the size of the Tribal Council 
and give their president a line-item 
veto in the first ballot initiatives 
ever brought before tribal mem- 
bers on the nation’s largest Indian 
reservation. 

Unofficial results from all 110 
precincts showed Navajos over- 
whelming favored cutting the coun- 
cil from 88 members to 24. Nearly 
61 percent voted for reducing the 
number of council members while 
39 percent voted against. 

Navajos supported the line-item 
veto 59 percent to nearly 41 per- 
cent, according to tribal elections 
officials. 

The vote marks a major shift in 
the tribe’s government structure, 
which was forced upon Navajos 
some 85 years ago. 


Best farmland to be 
hit with tax increase 


yi JEFFERSON CITY 

— Farmers who own 
the best agricultural land in Mis- 
souri might be saddled with higher 
taxes starting in 2011 while those 
with less desirable plots could see 
their duties cut under a proposal to 
adjust the productive value of the 
state’s farmland. 

The Missouri State Tax Com- 
mission has agreed on new produc- 
tive values on farmland, which are 
used to calculate property taxes 
and are determined by evaluating 
the land’s potential agricultural 
earnings. 

Missouri’s farms are divided into 
eight grades based on land quality, 
with the best farms in Grade 1. 
The tax commission said it propos- 
es increasing the productive value 
of farms in the top four categories 
— which are generally cropland 
— reducing the values for the next 
three lower categories and leaving 
the lowest category unchanged. 

If the state Legislature approves 
the proposed changes, they will 
take effect Jan. 1, 2011.

“Batgate,’ and said his concern 
was protecting the players and the 
hundreds of fans in the arena from 
any threat of rabies.

Lefties hate it because there’s no public 
option and no Medicare buy-in for those 
55 and over. Righties hate it because man- 
dating that Americans buy private insur- 
ance or face penalties means taxpayers 
will have to hand over more of their hard- 
earned dollars (assuming they have a job) 
to the government. 

Obama, in other words, is having a Har- 
riet Miers moment. Or rather, he’s having 
a George W. Bush moment. 

When Bush nominated the in-over-her- 
head Miers to the Supreme Court, his fan 
base turned on him. As one ardent Bush 
supporter told me at the time: “It was in 
that moment that I realized he really might 
not know what he’s doing.” 

And so things seem to have turned for 
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Obama. Left-leaning Democrats suddenly 
are wondering: Who is this guy? What hap- 
pened to the liberal dream-maker who 
was going to provide health care to every 
person in the country while hand-feeding 
grateful polar bears basking on vast new 
expanses of restored sea ice? 

Obama didn’t so much move center as 
he just stood there and let others craft his 
seminal legislation. Now, it would appear, 
he can’t quite close the deal. 

The rabble from Democrats must be 
deeply rousing 
for Republi- 
cans exhausted 
by their own 
circular firing 
squad, as they 
watch the left 
collapse on it- 
self like an im- 
ploding black 
hole. Republi- 
cans now need only get out of the way as 
leaders on the left are forming their own 
death panels to urge euthanizing the Sen- 
ate health bill. 

“Kill it,’ says Howard Dean. “Kill it,” 
says Arianna Huffington, founder of The 
Huffington Post. “Kill this monstrosity,” 
says Markos Moulitsas, founder of the 
Daily Kos Web site, which vigorously fer- 
tilized Obama’s grass roots. 

Meanwhile, Obama’s poll numbers con- 
tinue to tumble. A Rasmussen poll released 
Monday shows that just 40 percent of voters 
favor the health care plan and 56 percent 
oppose it. Sixty-three percent of seniors 
oppose the plan. 

In its daily presidential tracking poll, 
Rasmussen showed Friday that only 28 
percent of the nation’s voters strongly ap- 
prove of Obama’s performance, while 42 
percent strongly disapprove. Overall, 44 
percent “somewhat approve” of the presi- 
dent’s performance. 

Suddenly, the entire organism known as 
“Obama” seems endangered, not to men- 
tion all those Democrats up for re-election 
in just 10 short months. Those looking for a 
scapegoat have pointed to Joe Lieberman 
for gutting the Senate bill of the public op- 
tion and the Medicare expansion. 
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The growing sense now 7s that 
Obama ts desperate — for any kind 
of bill. What matters ts checking the 
box next to “health care reform’ and 

declaring some kind of victory. 
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But the health care rift is only a symp- 
tom of a more serious disease afflicting 
this administration. It isn’t so much hu- 
bris, though that is part of the problem. It 
isn’t even narcissism, primarily. Obama’s 
fever is grandiosity — an inflated self-con- 
fidence and a sense of power exceeding 
one’s means. 

Most politicians suffer some degree of 
grandiosity, or else they’d never run for 
office. But Obama’s is of a higher order, 
in part owing to a worshipful world (see 
Berlin) and a 
confluence of 
urgent events. 
Cutting theman 
some slack, no 
one could pull 
off what he has 
attempted _ to 
manage — two 
wars, a crash- 
ing global 
economy, climate change, health care, en- 
ergy and unemployment. The scope of such 
challenges is what prompted man once 
upon a time to invent deities. 

Obama, amere mortal, is having to invent 
himself, learning a painful executive les- 
son in the process: One cannot be all things 
to all people, nor is it possible to do several 
things at once effectively. The image that 
comes to mind is of a dog racing down the 
beach to chase a flock of seagulls. 

The growing sense now is that Obama is 
desperate — for any kind of bill. What mat- 
ters is checking the box next to “health care 
reform” and declaring some kind of victory. 

Thus, the man who was going to remain 
above the political fray has revealed him- 
self as pluperfectly political, ready to settle 
for the very kind of mandate (without the 
public option) that he opposed as a candi- 
date challenging Hillary Rodham Clinton. 
Rather than inspiring confidence, he has 
inspired a groundswell of disapproval and 
a populist uprising that may allow Republi- 
cans to clean the House come November. 

In the meantime, left and right finally 
have discovered a common foe. Too bad for 
the country that his name is Obama.

Most immigrants loyal to U.S. 
San Diego Union-Tribune 

For as long as America has been taking 
in immigrants — in other words, as long as 
there has been America — there have been 
concerns about divided loyalties. At one 
point or another, members of just about 
every group of newcomers — the Greeks, 
Italians, Irish — has been accused of leav- 
ing their heart in their home country and 
willing to put the interests of the place they 
left behind ahead of American interests. 

We’re glad to report that, for the most 
part, these fears have been unfounded. ... 
However, there’s a disturbing story devel- 
oping in Pakistan that raises new concerns 
about loyalties divided by culture. 

This month, Pakistani officials reported 
the arrest of five young Muslim-American 
men, at least two of whom are foreign- 
born immigrants and all of whom carried 
American passports showing they now live 
in Northern Virginia. They had somehow 
made their way to the Pakistani town of 
Sargodha. ... According to authorities, the 
youths had gone to South Asia with plans to 
wage jihad against American interests in 
Pakistan and possibly Afghanistan by link- 
ing up with militant groups in the region. 
They were rejected by the real terrorists 
there, who considered these wannabe ji- 
hadists too Westernized to be trusted. ... 

This kind of cultural alienation in which 
young Americans can be radicalized ... is 
troubling. But there’s another, more en- 
couraging side to the coin. The case of the 
Sargodha 5 came to light after the families 
of the young men went to a local Muslim 
community organization to report their 
sons missing and someone there contacted 
the FBI, which began to investigate. By all 
accounts, the Muslim community in North- 
ern Virginia cooperated fully with federal 
authorities once the inquiry started. It was 
the patriotic thing to do. 


Gonzales dug in on past acts

Faux talk show host Stephen Colbert 
runs a hilariously subversive, sort-of edu- 
cational segment on Comedy Central’s 
“Colbert Report” called “Better Know 
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a District” that features sit-downs with 
members of the U.S. House. 

Colbert starts out providing tidbits of 
information about a congressional dis- 
trict then shows himself interviewing its 
elected representative. Those members of 
Congress who consent to be a target and 
actually get the joke play along gamely, un- 
derstanding that even humiliation equals 
national face time. The interview video in- 
evitably is edited to make the officials look 
ridiculous and draw laughs. 

Point is, you never quite know how the 
original interview went or what was left 
out from the publicly presented version. 

Esquire magazine is no “Colbert Re- 
port.” But a new interview with former 
U.S. Attorney General Alberto Gonzales 
makes a reader want to know what else he 
said. Titled “What I’ve Learned,” the piece 
is presented strictly as quotes from Gon- 
zales on controversies during his 31-month 
tenure as the nation’s top lawyer, from the 
Geneva Conventions and Abu Ghraib pho- 
tos to Washington politics and the removal 
of nine U.S. attorneys in 2006. 

But it’s not clear that Gonzales, who re- 
signed in 2007 and now is helping Texas 
Tech University recruit more minority 
students, learned at all. 

If the quotes are to be believed, Gonzales 
considers it “totally ridiculous” to suggest 
that the abuse of Iraqi war prisoners at Abu 
Ghraib resulted from Bush administra- 
tion policies. He believes that “90 percent 
of what happened to me” stemmed from 
politics aimed at trying to “knock out” his 
boss, rather than from his own poor judg- 
ment and flawed actions. ... 

The magazine also quotes him as saying, 
“T know there are households in this coun- 
try where it was a big deal that someone 
named Gonzales was the attorney general 
of the United States.” 

It was a big deal when George W. Bush 
named the first Latino to head the Jus- 
tice Department. It also was a big deal 
when he left — but, sadly, for all the wrong 
reasons. 


Admit U.S. ripped off Indians 
The Lincoln (Neb.) Journal Star 
If members of Congress take the time 
to examine the history of the Native trust 
system, they won’t have to think twice 
about approving the proposed $3 billion 
settlement in a long-running lawsuit over 
the way it was managed for more than a 
CenlLUrys cas 
The system was fashioned in 1887 under 
the Dawes Act. It broke up reservations 
and assigned parcels to individual citizens. 
The government, however, continued to 
hold the land in trust, leasing it to oil and 
gas companies, miners and loggers. 
The government began losing track of 
the accounts almost immediately. As gen- 


erations passed, the land was broken into 
smaller and smaller pieces until the stand- 
ing joke among the tribal members was 
that they had just enough land to stand on. 

That was about the only humor that could 
be found in the trust’s history. One of its 
bloodiest chapters was a spree of murders 
targeting Osage tribal citizens after oil was 
discovered on their reservation. ... 

Now, after more than a century of scan- 
dal and swindles, the proposed $3 billion- 
plus settlement offers some redress and 
the potential to improve the system. About 
$1.4 billion would be for cash payments to 
individual Natives with land held in trust. 
About $2 billion would be used to buy back 
and consolidate land and turn it over to 
tribes. About $60 million would be used to 
create a scholarship fund for tribal mem- 
bers to attend college or vocational school. 

By agreeing to the settlement, Congress 
can and should finally bring a degree of 
closure to this disgrace, and finally put the 
trust system on the path to reform. 


What Senate pig-out portends

A $1.1 trillion spending bill approved 
by the Senate last Sunday shows that Con- 
gress isn’t serious about the nation’s bal- 
looning debt problem. ... 

Several government agencies received 
double-digit increases, in spite of all the 
extra spending that Congress approved in 
the $787 billion economic recovery bill in 
February. President Barack Obama has 
taken much of the heat for high spending 
this year. But in many cases in this latest 
bill, lawmakers allocated more funds than 
the president requested. ... 

Both parties have run up big deficits 
over the last three decades. The Democrats 
happen to be the current perpetrators-in- 
charge. But this enormous accumulation of 
public debt will soon start to harm Ameri- 
cans’ standard of living through depressed 
wages, a weaker dollar, and higher interest 
rates. 

The public debt stands at 53 percent of 
the annual value of the national economy.

Protections help wolves return

In a wintry forest in eastern Arizona, 
wolf howls cut the cushiony silence of fall- 
ing snow. It is eloquent testimony to the 
success of the Mexican gray wolf reintro- 
duction effort. Yes. We said success. 

We say this as the program continues to 
be tarred by both supporters and critics. 
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Mexican gray wolves were reintroduced 
more than a decade ago from a rem- 
nant population of captive animals. They 
learned to live, hunt and reproduce in the 
wild. 

That’s success. But the program was 
dogged by the low growl of politics since 
before the first wolf took her first step to 
freedom. The thud of legal papers hitting 
the courts is another familiar sound. 

Ranchers who lease grazing rights on 
public land say the wolves threaten their 
livelihood. Environmentalists say the re- 
introduction effort was designed more to 
placate public-land ranchers than to serve 
wolf recovery. 

Wolf numbers support the argument of 
environmentalists. The current population 
is about 52 animals; wildlife biologists ex- 
pected twice that many by now. 

The paltry population is largely the result 
of a long-controversial policy that doomed 
a wolf after his third confirmed livestock 
kill. ... The three-strikes policy was ended 
as part of a settlement of a lawsuit by a co- 
alition of environmental groups. ... 

This is not a local issue. The preserva- 
tion of species diversity is a national goal 
reflected in the federal Endangered Spe- 
cies Act. It has significance well beyond 
the perceived or real inconveniences 
wolves cause public-land ranchers. 


Zoo’s loss is species’ gain

There’s no denying the love Washington 
feels for its giant pandas. So the sadness 
surrounding this month’s announcement 
that Tai Shan, the panda born in the zoo in 
2005, soon will be sent to China is under- 
standable. It’s clear, though, that Tai Shan 
can do more for the panda-loving world by 
going to China to make babies rather than 
staying in the District of Columbia to mol- 
lify his fans. 

Officials at the National Zoo have an- 
nounced that the 4-year-old giant panda 
will depart early next year. It’s part of the 
agreement that brought Tai Shan’s parents 
— Mei Xiang and Tian Tian — to the Unit- 
ed States in 2000 as part of a research and 
breeding program. ... 

What shouldn’t be missed in all the hoop- 
la about Washington “losing” Tai Shan 
is that the whole point of the giant panda 
breeding at zoos is to save an endangered 
species and create a diversified gene pool 
that strengthens the species. There are 
only about 1,600 giant pandas in the wild 
and just a little more than 200 in captivity. 
Panda reproduction has been difficult in 
captivity, but there have been encouraging 
gains in recent years. The San Diego Zoo 
has sent two cubs to China to breed, and 
one of them has given birth to seven cubs 
in China. We can hope that Tai Shan will 
emulate that example. 
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Hitting a wall on human rights

n accepting his Nobel Peace Prize in 

Oslo on Dec. 10, President Barack 

Obama talked about the quiet dignity 

of human rights reformers such as 
Myanmar’s Aung San Suu Kyi, the bravery 
of Zimbabwean voters who “cast their bal- 
lots in the face of beatings” and the need to 
bear witness to “the hundreds of thousands 
who have marched silently through the 
streets of Iran.” Earlier in the week, thou- 
sands of Iranians did just that, gathering at 
university campuses in the most substan- 
tial demonstrations in the country since the 
summer, when hundreds of thousands pro- 
tested Mahmoud Ahmadinejad’s disputed 
presidential election. 

But back in June, even as much of the 
world cheered the Iranian protesters, 
Obama seemed reluctant to weigh in. “It 
is not productive ... to be seen as med- 
dling,” he said. The White House may have 
feared that public support from Obama 
would allow the regime to paint the dem- 
onstrators as American stooges or might 
undermine U.S. efforts on Tehran’s nuclear 
program. Such fears seemed to paralyze 
the administration. 

The irony of Obama’s Nobel Prize is not 
that he accepted it while waging two wars. 
After all, as Obama said in Oslo: “One of 
these wars is winding down. The other is 
a conflict that America did not seek.” The 
stranger thing is that, from China to Sudan, 
from Myanmar to Iran, a president lauded 
for his commitment to peace has dialed 
down a U.S. commitment to human rights, 
one that persisted through both Republican 
and Democratic administrations dating 
back at least to Jimmy Carter. And so far, 
he has little to show for it. 

The reasons for this shift are complicat- 
ed. After conversations with current Obama 
advisers and former White House officials 
who spoke on the condition of anonymity, 
I’ve concluded that the president’s reasons 
for demoting human rights may have been 
well-intentioned — even if the strategy isn’t 
working out as he planned. 

For one thing, Obama clearly wants to 
distinguish himself from George 
W. Bush, who tainted the 
human rights agenda 
by linking it to the

war in Iraq and by adopting a moralistic, 
evangelical tone about democracy. Accord- 
ing to administration officials, this desire 
may have led Obama, early on, to be reti- 
cent about forcefully advocating democ- 
racy abroad, even as he boosted funding 
for democracy promotion. But they say the 
president is now talking more aggressively 
about democracy and human rights. 

Some officials believe negotiating about 
human rights behind the scenes works bet- 
ter than bullying in public, since it permits 
nasty regimes to save face while, at least 
theoretically, allowing them to quietly make 
concessions. And some of the administra- 
tion’s top human rights advocates came into 
office focused, not unnecessarily, on clean- 
ing up America’s own abuses — believing 
human rights advocacy starts with setting 
a better example at home. 

In other cases, Obama seems to have de- 
cided that winning support on challenges 
such as nuclear proliferation and climate 
change means treading quietly around 
human rights. With China, the president 
may also be hesitant to risk alienating our 
$800 billion banker. Finally, the president 
seems to believe that, no matter how brutal 
a government he is dealing with, he can find 
common cause. 

Yet there is little evidence that his strat- 
egy will succeed. Obama may have toned 
down U.S. rhetoric, but who’s to say wheth- 
er this will propel Iran and North Korea 
to halt their nuclear programs, or whether 
China will prove to be an effective partner 
on climate change. “The harder-to-fathom 
thing for me is why they think that cutting 
off support — rhetorical or material — to 
democrats and dissidents in repressive so- 
cieties will gain the U.S. anything on the 
other agendas,” said Tom Melia, deputy ex- 
ecutive director of Freedom House, a global 
democracy watchdog. ... 

In testimony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee this year, Secretary 

of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton noted 
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“three Ds” that would allow the United 
States “to exercise global leadership effec- 
tively”: defense, development and diploma- 
cy. Democracy didn’t make the cut. 

The extent of the administration’s shift 
is also visible on the ground — 
even if the payoffs aren’t. In 
Egypt, the U.S. has cut 
funding to independent 
civil society groups 
that promote de- 
mocracy and is 
instead working 
more closely 
with  govern- 
ment-linked 
nonprofits, 
according 
to several 
human rights 
activists who 
closely follow 
Egypt. “The 
administration 
doesn’t want to 
antagonize Egypt, 
a major Middle East 
ally, now that they 
might need Egypt’s help 
if there is going to be ac- 
tion against Iran,” said 
David Schenker of the 
Washington Institute for 
Near East Policy, who 
previously worked on 
Middle East issues in the 
Bush administration. 

In Sudan, a country 
whose leader is under in- 
dictment by the Interna- 
tional Criminal Court for crimes against 
humanity, U.S. policy now involves closer 
dealings than in recent years, and the ad- 
ministration’s special envoy to the region, 
Maj. Gen. Scott Gration, has de-emphasized 
human rights abuses there. In September, 
he told The Washington Post that the Unit- 
ed States should be “giving out cookies” to 
Khartoum, offering inducements for good 
behavior rather than punishment for bad 
— as if aregime accused of genocide were a 
misbehaving child. 

Obama has changed the U.S. approach 
toward Myanmar, too. For more than a de- 
cade, Washington emphasized the use of 
sanctions, visa bans and other tools to 
isolate the Burmese junta, which is ac- 
cused of overseeing forced labor, mass 
rape campaigns and other abuses. 
But the Obama administration has 
called for direct dialogue with the 

junta. And although the assistant 
secretary of state for East Asia 
and the Pacific, Kurt Campbell, 
has noted in congressional tes- 
timony that the administration 
maintains sanctions and is not 
writing the regime a blank check, 
it’s not clear exactly what further 
bad deeds the junta would have to 
commit to warrant a more severe 
reprimand. 

Of course, the administration’s ap- 
proach toward China has attracted the 
most notice. On his recent trip, Obama 

was conspicuously silent about human 
rights in his public statements. At a town 
hall forum in Shanghai, he responded to a 
question about the Internet by saying, “I’m 
a strong supporter of noncensorship” — a 
strangely twisted phrase. 

Later, in a news conference with Presi- 
dent Hu Jintao (in which the two men took 
no questions from journalists), Obama said

that he “welcomes China’s efforts in play- 
ing a greater role on the world stage,” but 
he did not criticize Beijing’s human rights 
record or mention its recent crackdown on 
Uighurs in Xinjiang. “We were told that the 
administration privately brought up Uighur 
issues, but that’s it,’ said Omar Kanat, vice 
president of the World Uighur Congress, an 
activist group. 

And in October, Obama’s administration 
became the first since 1991 not to meet with 
the Dalai Lama, even privately, 
when the Tibetan leader was 
in Washington. Accord- 
ing to Kanat, the ad- 
ministration has also 
refused any high- 
level meetings

by Bush. ... 

When asked 
about these 
points, one ad- 
ministration  of- 
ficial, who spoke 
on the condition of 
anonymity, replied 
that the White House 
has welcomed other dis- 
sidents, including several 
Zimbabwean activists, 
and said administration 
officials will try to meet 
with Kadeer soon. 

“Advancing human 
rights and promoting 
democratic principles are 
key tenets of this Admin- 
istration’s foreign policy,” 
said the National Security Council’s spokes- 
man, Mike Hammer, in an e-mail. “The 
Obama Administration will meet with dis- 
sidents any time those meetings can serve 
to advance a just cause. The President 
spoke in Shanghai to an on-line audience of 
millions of Chinese about human rights and 
democratic freedoms as universal values. 
The President has been interviewed by a 
Cuban dissident blogger as well as the pro- 
gressive Chinese Southern Weekly, and he 
will meet with the Dalai Lama.” ... 

For all Obama’s compromises, the choice 
between human rights and other priorities 
may be a false one. Obama may not need to 
pick between criticizing regimes like those 
in China and Iran and working with those 
governments on other challenges. “You can 
see the Dalai Lama and rhetorically push 
on human rights and still have the other 
elements of the relationship with China,” 
said Sophie Richardson of Human Rights 
Watch. 

Obama’s speech in Oslo reminded us why 
the Nobel committee decided to honor him: 
This was Obama at the height of his ora- 
torical powers, speaking of war and peace 
and, yes, human rights, and calling upon 
mankind to “reach for the world that ought 
to be.” But the committee didn’t set out to 
merely applaud Obama’s great rhetoric; it 
bestowed this honor on him as an aspira- 
tional prize, one that would inspire him to 
even greater actions. 

“The promotion of human rights cannot 
be about exhortation alone,’ Obama said. 
“.. We must try as best we can to balance 
isolation and engagement; pressure and in- 
centives, so that human rights and dignity 
are advanced over time.” 

Let’s hope he follows through.

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hen Carlos Rivera returned from fighting in Iraq 
and found work as an electrician, he felt co-workers 
who knew about his military experience were gawk- 
ing at him. He went home angry each day. 


That’s not a problem at his current job working 
alongside other combat veterans picking avocados, 
mixing organic fertilizers and gathering basil amid 
northern San Diego County’s undulating ochre 
hills. 

“T’m outdoors, not stuck inside somewhere feeling 
suffocated,” said Rivera, 25, who returned from Iraq 
in 2007 after four years as a Marine. “There’s always 
someone to talk to, someone there to understand.” 

Rivera works at Archi’s Acres, a 3- 
acre high-tech organic farm owned 
by Colin Archipley, who served 
three tours in Iraq and is trying to 
help other combat vets shake the 
trauma of war by turning swords 
to plowshares. 

Working the earth has long 

been recognized as good therapy 
for war veterans. About 20 U.S. 
Department of Veterans Affairs 
centers have gardening programs, 
said Anthony Campinell, the VA’s 
national director for work therapy 
programs. He said Archi’s Acres is 
the only fully commercial enter- 
prise of which he was aware. 

Veterans have grown fruits, veg- 
etables and flowers on a 12-acre parcel at the VA 
hospital in west Los Angeles since 1986. They sold 
their produce at farmers markets until April, when 
administrators had them take a break while they 
work out a deal for a nonprofit group to take over the 
commercial parts of that program. 

Patients at the Veteran Affairs Medical Center 
near Newark, N.J., meanwhile, work in a 22-year-old 
garden harvesting corn, rhubarb and collard greens, 
some of which are served at the hospital’s cafe. 

“How much better can one feel about themselves 
than if you can make a meal out of things that you 
grew?” said UCLA psychiatry professor C. Scott 


Saunders, who specializes in treating post-traumat- 
ic stress disorder among combat veterans. 

Archipley, 28, whose unit took part in the initial 
invasion of Iraq and the later decisive battles in Fal- 
lujah and Haditha, returned from battle in 2006 too 
agitated to pursue plans to sell houses. 

Instead, he decided to try his hand at farming, de- 
spite having no background in agriculture. He and 
his wife Karen started with the 200 avocadotrees left 

on the property they bought while he 
was still a Marine sergeant. 
Realizing the trees were not 
enough to sustain a business, the 
Archipleys added herbs and leafy 
greens grown using hydroponics, a 
method of cultivating plants with- 
out soil that requires less water 
and land than traditional farming. 
The balmy air in Archipley’s 
sunlit greenhouse is thick with the 
aroma of basil, bunches of which 
poke through holes in long plastic 
tubes arranged in vertical rows. 
Thin streams of water enriched 
with a potent “compost tea” run 
silently along the bottoms of the 
tubes. 

Wrinkled leaves of chard and deep-green lettuces 
sprout outside the greenhouse. 

Archipley said he knew other vets would be solid 
employees and they would benefit from the distrac- 
tion provided by steady, regimented labor, just as he 
had. 

“When our hands stop working and our minds 
start running, that’s when bad things start to hap- 
pen. So we keep the work load heavy. We stay busy,” 
he said. “For me, if I slow down, if I stop doing what 
I’m focussed on, that’s when I can get myself in 
trouble.”

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Dear Liz: My husband and I 
recently inherited $100,000. We 
are trying to figure out how best 
to use the money and are fielding 
different opinions from people 
trying to help. 

One person recommended we 
invest in a certain stock, and an- 
other advocates certificates of 
deposit. Other people 
say to buy property be- 
cause prices will never 
be this low again, so 
we’re thinking about 
buying a duplex to rent 
out. 

Unfortunately, we’re 
self-employed and busi- 
ness has been slow for 
both of us, so we will 
need to keep some liquid 
to live on. How can we 
invest the rest wisely? 

Answer: For now, 
leave all the money in a 
safe, accessible account such as 
an FDIC-insured bank account. 
Don’t spend any of the money 
until you have a plan for all of it. 

Think long and hard before 
you use the money for living 
expenses. If your businesses 
aren’t providing enough income, 
maybe it’s time to look for other 
employment. 

Ideally, you’d use this wealth 
that someone else created to en- 
hance your own net worth. That 
means using it to pay off debt or 
to buy assets that can appreciate 
over time. 

Putting it all in a single stock, 
though, is almost certainly too

risky unless you already have a 
massive investment portfolio. In 
general, you never want to have 
more than 10 percent of your 
investments in a single stock. A 
limit of 5 percent is even more 
prudent. 

A better choice might be to in- 
vest in well-diversified mutual 
funds or exchange-trad- 
ed funds. 

Long-term real estate 
ownership can enhance 
your wealth, but be sure 
to thoroughly research 
what’s involved in being 
a landlord before you 
buy rental property. 
There are _ probably 
landlord associations in 
your area you could join 
that can provide edu- 
cational resources and 
networking opportuni- 
ties with more experi- 
enced investors. 

Dear Liz: My wife and I plan 
to buy a condo next year, so we 
want to keep our credit scores 
as high as possible. One of her 
credit cards, an airline mileage 
card, has doubled its annual fee 
and she’d like to close the ac- 
count but we’re worried about 
the damage to her credit scores. 
She has excellent credit but not a 
terribly long credit history. 

Can she switch cards while 
maintaining a continuous credit 
history with this provider? Or 
would this switch require her to 
cancel the existing account and 
start a new line of credit with 
this provider? 

Answer: Most people with good 
credit worry too much about the 
effect of closing a single account. 
Yow’re probably right to worry, 
though, because her credit his- 
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tory is short and you’ll be in the 
market for a mortgage soon. 

She should call her issuer and 
ask if her history with this card 
could be transferred to the new 
account. If not, it might be worth 
hanging on to the card until 
you’ve gotten the mortgage you 
want. 

Dear Liz: You once said in a 
column that employers some- 
times check your credit report 
but that they had to let you know 
if that was a factor in denying you 
ajob. I think employers routinely 
check credit reports and don’t 
say anything to you about it. 

I have two masters’ degrees 
but am having trouble finding 
employment, and I think it’s due 
to my credit, which is in the toilet 
at the moment. I don’t see my sit- 
uation getting any better unless 
I can get a job commensurate 
with my education and skills so 
I can start to repair things. Any 
ideas? 

Answer: You’re assuming em- 
ployers are a lot more interested 
in you than they probably are. 

It’s possible an employer 
would break the law by pulling 
your credit without your written 
consent. 

But with unemployment as 
high as it is — there are current- 
ly about six unemployed workers 
for each job opening, accord- 
ing to the U.S. Department of 
Labor — it’s far more likely that 
your applications are among the 
many that employers are simply 
ignoring.

Farmers: Owner believes 
vets comforted by his 
farm's rural setting

Archipley said he thinks his 
workers are soothed by the farm’s 
rural atmosphere, since the noise 
and pace of city life might remind 
them of the urban battle zones 
where many fought. 

Jeffery Scanlon, who places 
veterans at Archi’s Acres as man- 
ager of the VA’s work therapy 
programs in San Diego, said 
working with plants appears to 
help war-rattled vets regain their 
self-confidence. 

“The plants aren’t talking back 
to them,” he said. “You feel more 
in touch with something that 
doesn’t give you what we would 
consider negative feedback.” 

Archipley pays a fee to the VA 
to cover salaries and placement 
program expenses. The VA takes 
care of the workers’ insurance, 
health care and other costs. 

Archipley’s staff has grown 
from two to eight since he began 
hiring the veterans, and he re- 
cently bought an adjacent three- 
acre parcel where he plans more 
greenhouses and outdoor grow- 
ing facilities. 

The farm’s growth is being 
sustained by demand for its prod- 


ucts, which are sold at area Whole 
Foods outlets, other grocery 
stores and farmers’ markets. 

Scanlon said he has spoken with 
VA administrators about replicat- 
ing the collaboration with the 
farm in other parts of the coun- 
try. The emphasis on greenhouse 
cultivation makes it a model for 
areas too cold for year-round field 
farming, he said. 

Campinell said he’s open to that 
idea, but his department would 
need to find other hydroponic 
farms that want to hire veterans, 
since the VA doesn’t set up new 
businesses. 

The veterans at Archipley’s 
operation, meanwhile, appear 
grateful for the opportunity to put 
down their own roots in civilian 
life. 

Rivera said talking with cus- 
tomers at farmers markets has 
helped him the most. 

“T’m dealing with people and 
looking them in the eye and 
learning how to be happy around 
people,” he said. 

“The other jobs I had, I used to 
just go home and be angry,” he 
continued. “Now I actually look 
forward to work.”

That was coach Ed Brown’s in- 
struction to his Kunsan Air Base 
Wolf Pack men’s basketball team 
midway through the second half 
of Friday’s second final game in 
the 23rd Osan Pacificwide Holi- 
day Basketball Tournament. 

The strategy worked. Guards 
Tyric Gaddy and Adrien Lomax

Jimmy Howard made 30 saves 
for his first NHL shutout in De- 
troit’s 3-0 victory over the Tampa 
Bay Lightning on Thursday 
night.

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Knight says college basketball lacks integrity

INDIANAPOLIS — Bob Knight said in- 
tegrity is lacking in college basketball and 
cited Kentucky coach John Calipari as an 
example. 

During a fundraiser for the Indiana 
Basketball Hall of Fame, Knight said he 
doesn’t understand why Calipari is still 
coaching. 

“We’ve gotten into this situation where 
integrity is really lacking and that’s why 
I’m glad I’m not coaching,” he said. “You 
see we’ve got a coach at Kentucky who 
put two schools on probation and he’s still 
coaching. I really don’t understand that.” 

Massachusetts and Memphis were both 
sanctioned by the NCAA for violations 
committed during Calipari’s tenure. 

Knight, who won a record 902 games as 
coach of Army, Indiana and Texas Tech, 
did not elaborate or take questions from 
reporters. 

On Friday, Calipari refused to get into 
a war of words, saying he remains a “big 
fan” of Knight. 

“T don’t agree with what he says but it 
doesn’t change how I feel about him,” Cali- 
pari said. 


Report: NHL player’s brain 
had damage from head trauma 


NEW YORK — Former NHL player 
Reggie Fleming, who died in July, had 
brain damage due to repeated head trau- 
ma, linking hockey for the first time to a 
condition usually found in boxers, the New 
York Times reported Friday. 

Fleming, who spent 12 seasons in the 
NHL, was found by Boston University re- 
searchers to have had Chronic Traumatic 
Encephalopathy, a disease that causes cog- 
nitive decline, behavioral abnormalities 
and ultimately dementia, the Times said. 
Fleming is the first hockey player known 
to have been tested for the disease, which 
was also found in several former NFL play- 
ers recently. 

Fleming, who died at age 73, had 108 
goals, 132 assists and 1,468 penalty min- 
utes in 749 career games with the Montre- 
al Canadiens, Chicago Blackhawks, Boston 
Bruins, New York Rangers, Philadelphia 
Flyers and Buffalo Sabres. He helped the 
Blackhawks win the Stanley Cup in 1961 
and also spent two seasons World Hockey 
Association’s Chicago Cougars. 


Rockets’ Yao targets 
next season for NBA return 


SHANGHAI — Yao Ming said he is re- 
covering well after foot surgery and hopes 
to return to the NBA by next season. 

The 7-foot-6 Houston Rockets center who 
is out for the season after having surgery 
in May said Friday, “I’m definitely recov- 
ering and the recent results of my check- 
ups allowed me to make this long trip back 
to Shanghai from the U.S.” 

Attending an event to mark the launch of 
a public service announcement about pro- 
tecting sharks by the San Francisco-based 
conservation group WildAid, Yao said, “I 
might be completely recovered by next 
season.” 
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Appalachian State quarterback Armanti 
Edwards (14) became the first two-time 
winner of the Walter Payton Award, pre- 
sented annually to the top player in the 
Football Championship Subdivision.

SEATTLE — Mercurial outfielder Mil- 
ton Bradley was traded to the Seattle Mari- 
ners from the Chicago Cubs on Friday for 
expensive and underperforming pitcher 
Carlos Silva. 

Chicago has wanted to deal Bradley since 
suspending him for the final two weeks of 
last season, shortly after he criticized the 
atmosphere surrounding a team that hasn’t 
won a World Series since 1908. 

Seattle, which has never played in a 
World Series, didn’t expect to find a suitor 
for Silva. He has done little except lose and 
get hurt in the two seasons since he signed 
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a $48 million, four-year contract. Silva won 
five games in two years with the Mariners: 
$4.8 million per victory. 

Second-year Mariners general manager 
Jack Zduriencik, who inherited Silva’s con- 
tract from predecessor Bill Bavasi, has 
been seeking more offense following his 
acquisition of ace Cliff Lee in a trade with 
Philadelphia and signing All-Star infielder 
Chone Figgins. 


Appalachian State QB wins 
second Payton Award 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. — Appala- 
chian State quarterback Armanti Edwards 
became the first two-time winner of the 
Walter Payton Award, which goes to the 
top player in the Football Championship 
Subdivision. 

The award, along with honors for best de- 
fensive player and coach, was announced 
Thursday night, a day before Montana (14- 
0) and Villanova (13-1) were slated to play 
for the FCS title. 

Edwards is the first quarterback in 
NCAA history to pass for more than 10,000 
yards and rush for over 4,000 yards in his 
career. He won national championships in 
his first two seasons at Appalachian State 
and guided the Mountaineers to a victory 
at Michigan in 2007. 


Phelps, Hardy help set records 


MANCHESTER, England — Michael 
Phelps and Jessica Hardy helped the U.S. 
men’s and women’s teams set short-course 
world records in the 4x100-meter medley 
relays in Duel in the Pool on Friday. 

The American men finished in 3 min- 
utes, 20.71 seconds to beat a European all- 
star team at Manchester Aquatics Center. 

Phelps swam the third leg and was 
joined by Nick Thoman, Mark Gangloff 
and Nathan Adrian. They broke the mark 
of 3:23.33 set by Canada in August. 

Hardy swam the second leg for the 
women, and teammates Margaret Hoelzer, 
Dana Volmer and Amanda Weir set the 
mark in 3:47.97. They broke the record of 
3:49.45 set by Canada this fall. 


AP source: Johnson reaches $5.5M 
deal with Yankees 


NEW YORK — Nick Johnson is return- 
ing to the New York Yankees, a move that 
likely will end Johnny Damon’s time in 
New York after four seasons. 

A source familiar with the negotiations 
said Friday that Johnson and the Yankees 
reached a preliminary agreement on a 
$5.5 million, one-year contract. The source 
spoke on condition of anonymity because 
the agreement wasn’t yet complete. 

Johnson, who last played for the Flor- 
ida Marlins, must pass a physical for the 
agreement to be completed. 


Duke assistant hired 
as San Jose State football coach 


SAN JOSE, Calif. — San Jose State hired 
Duke defensive coordinator Mike Ma- 
cIntyre as its football coach on Friday. 

San Jose State went 2-10 this season 
under Dick Tomey, who announced his 
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retirement last month. Tomey spent five 
seasons with the Spartans, going 25-35 and 
leading them to a bowl game in 2006. 

MacIntyre, 44, spent the past two sea- 
sons at Duke. He has also worked as a sec- 
ondary coach in the NFL with Dallas and 
the New York Jets and spent five seasons 
as an assistant at Mississippi. 

In MacIntyre’s first season, Duke’s de- 
fense allowed 23.4 points per game, its 
lowest total in 20 seasons, and held three 
opponents to less than 10 points for the 
first time since 1976. 


Mexican soccer coach killed 


JUAREZ, Mexico — An assistant coach 
of the Mexico first-division soccer team In- 
dios was shot to death Friday in this border 
city, where 2,400 people have been killed 
this year — most in drug-related violence. 

The body of Pedro Picasso, 34, was found 
in a shop that sells cellular telephones, said 
Jacinto Segura, a spokesman for the local 
prosecutor’s office. He gave no motive for 
the shooting in which a second person also 
died from gunshot wounds. The second 
victim wasn’t immediately identified. 


Jones’ relay teammates 
lose ruling to keep medals 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland — U.S. run- 
ners lost a preliminary ruling in their fight 
to keep the Olympic relay medals stripped 
because of Marion Jones’ doping offenses. 

The Court of Arbitration for Sport on 
Friday rejected a motion by the runners 
against a decision by the International 
Olympic Committee to take away their 
medals from the 2000 Sydney Games. 

Jones, who has admitted using banned 
drugs, helped the U.S. women win gold in 
the 1,600 relay and bronze in the 400 relay. 
Jones has been stripped of her five med- 
als, including gold in the 100 and 200 me- 
ters and bronze in the long jump. The IOC 
stripped all the relay medals last year. 

CAS upheld the IOC’s right to decide on 
the medals. The court will now summon 
the parties to a hearing on the merits of 
the case. 


Vonn wins super-combi, 
tied for first overall in World Cup 


VAL D’ISERE, France — Lindsey Vonn 
won a World Cup super-combined Friday, 
gaining a 25th career victory by taking ad- 
vantage of her speed skills. 

The American, who led by a massive 
1.52 seconds after the downhill, overcame 
poor visibility in the slalom run and fin- 
ished with a combined time of 2 minutes, 
37.55 seconds on the Oreiller-Killy course. 
Her rival and friend, Maria Riesch of Ger- 
many, was 1.16 seconds behind. They are 
tied for the overall lead with 521 points. 


Svindal wins super-G; 
Miller finishes fifth 
VAL GARDENA, Italy — Defending 
overall World Cup champion Aksel Lund 
Svindal of Norway won a super-G on Fri- 
day for his first victory of the season, while 
Bode Miller finished fifth. 
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Bengals dedicate rest of season to Henry

CINCINNATI — For the sec- 
ond time in their breakthrough 
season, the Cincinnati Bengals 
are dealing with death. 

Teary players held a somber 
practice Thursday and dedicated 
the rest of their season to receiver 
Chris Henry after learning that 
he had died a day after falling 
from the back of a pickup truck 
during what police described as a 
domestic dispute. 

Shocked players huddled by 
themselves in the locker room 
once they got word that Henry 
had died at a hospital in Charlotte, 
N.C. They said a group prayer, 
then went out on the Paul Brown 
Stadium field to walk through 
some of their plays for a game in 
San Diego. 

No one said much. 

“It was tough,” receiver Andre 
Caldwell said. “We were crying.” 

Not the first time, either. 

The team was grief-stricken 
in October when Vikki Zimmer, 
the wife of defensive coordinator 
Mike Zimmer, died at the couple’s 
home. Three days later, Zimmer 
coached the defense in a 17-14 
victory in Baltimore that put the 
Bengals in control of the AFC 
North. Afterward, players teared 
up when Zimmer received the 
game ball. 

Losing a teammate hit the Ben- 
gals (9-4) even harder Thursday, 
leaving them in no mood to get 
ready for Sunday’s game. They 
can clinch the division title and 
only their second playoff spot in 
the past 19 years with a victory. 

Players will put a No. 15 sticker 
on their helmets, and coaches will 
wear pins during the game. 

Henry’s death was particularly 
stunning to his teammates be- 
cause he had put so much effort 
into changing his life in the past 
two years. Receiver Chad Ocho- 
cinco couldn’t finish his plate of 
lunch — he dumped broccoli into 
a trash bin — and shuffled around 
the locker room slowly. 

Ochocinco sniffled and blinked 
back tears welling in his eyes 
when he recalled talking to Henry 
on Tuesday night, catching up on 
things. Henry had been in Char- 
lotte, where his fiancee’s parents 
live, recovering from a broken 
arm that ended his season. 

“He was doing everything 
right,’ Ochocinco said. “My 
grandma always says you never 
question the man upstairs on 
decisions he makes. Everyone 
makes mistakes, but I don’t see 
how Chris was supposed to go al- 
ready, especially when he was on 
the right path.” 

Players walked silently past

Henry’s locker in the corner of 
the room — his nameplate and 
No. 15 were affixed to the top of 
the cubicle, a wooden stool rested 
upside-down on the shelf, Henry’s 
shoes were lined up at the bottom 
and his tiger-striped helmet hung 
from the side. 

Ochocinco wore Henry’s white 
No. 15 practice jersey for an af- 
ternoon workout that started in 
a somber mood — no joking, no 
laughing, hardly any talking as 
players stretched. 

After learning of MHenry’s 
death, quarterback Carson Palm- 
er called the players together and 
suggested they dedicate the rest 
of the season to the receiver and 
Vikki Zimmer. 

A talented player, Henry, 26, 
had struggled through a number 
of mistakes away from the field 
— he was suspended five times 
— and the Bengals released 
him after the 2007 season as he 
dealt with an assault charge. But 
owner Mike Brown decided to 
give Henry another chance and 
brought him back on a two-year 
deal before the 2008 season. 

Brown liked Henry’s personal- 
ity and was glad that he gave him 
another chance. 

“T don’t regret it,’ Brown said. 
“He had troubles and some of 
them were made more of than I 
think they actually were. But we 
knew him here as the person he 
was in fact.” 


No deal yet 
for Browns, Holmgren 
BEREA, Ohio — As Cleve- 
land Browns players dressed for 


practice on Thursday, defensive 
lineman Corey Williams began 
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chanting, “We want Holmgren! 
We want Holmgren!” 

Mike Holmgren left Cleveland 
on Wednesday without a contract 
to take over as the Browns’ direc- 
tor of football operations. Team 
spokesman Bill Bonsiewicz said 
money wasn’t discussed, despite 
reports Holmgren could com- 
mand upwards of $10 million a 
year, but that the sides agreed to 
talk again in the coming days. 

Bonsiewicz offered no specifics 
of the conversation, or whether 
the Browns have brought in other 
candidates.

Sanchez missed the Jets’ 26- 
3 victory last Sunday at Tampa 
Bay after injuring the knee 
against Buffalo on Dec. 3, and 
was replaced by Kellen Clem- 
ens. Sanchez returned to practice 
Wednesday and experienced no 
setbacks during the week. 

Sanchez will wear custom-fit- 
ted braces on both knees. He had 
been wearing one on the left from 
a previous injury. 


Life sentence in shooting 
of former Jaguars OL 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — A 
judge handed down a life sen- 


tence Thursday for the man con- 
victed of attempted first-degree 
murder in the shooting of former 
Jacksonville Jaguars offensive 
lineman Richard Collier. 

The state attorney’s office said 
Judge Mallory Cooper sentenced 
Tyrone Hartsfield, 33, after his 
conviction last month. 

Collier was shot six times last 
year as he waited in his car out- 
side a Jacksonville apartment 
building. He was paralyzed from 
the waist down and his left leg 
was amputated. 

Prosecutors said Hartsfield 
was seeking revenge after he was 
knocked out in a fight with Collier 
in April at a nightclub. 


Man sentenced for selling 
gun that killed McNair 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. — Adrian 
Gilliam,, a convicted murderer 
who pleaded guilty to selling the 
gun used to kill ex-NFL quarter- 
back Steve McNair, was sentenced 
Friday to 2!/2 years in prison. 

Gilliam acknowledged during a 
court hearing in September that 
he sold a loaded 9 mm semiauto- 
matic pistol to McNair’s mistress 
for $100. Nashville police said the 
woman, Sahel Kazemi, 20, used 
the weapon to kill McNair and 
herself on July 4. Gilliam was ar- 
rested about two weeks later and 
initially pleaded not guilty. 


Ex-lineman to plead guilty 
to accepting bribe 
WILKES-BARRE, Pa. — A 
former NFL lineman who be- 
came a county commissioner in 
northeastern Pennsylvania re- 


signed and agreed to plead guilty 
to accepting a bribe. 

Greg Skrepenak is accused of 
taking $5,000 from a developer 
for supporting a tax-incentive 
program. He faces at least 33 
months in prison under the terms 
of the plea agreement filed Fri- 
day in federal court. 

Skrepenak, 39, resigned Thurs- 
day as a Luzerne County commis- 
sioner, a post he was first elected 
to in 2003. 

The Wilkes-Barre, Pa., native 
played six seasons in the NFL as 
an offensive lineman for the Oak- 
land Raiders and Carolina Pan- 
thers, from 1992 to 1997.

Manning engineers 
another comeback 
as Indy goes to 14-0

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — Pey- 
ton Manning jogged off the field 
with a relatively clean jersey. 

No dirt spots. No grass stains. 
Barely even sweat marks. 

It looked as though Manning 
got the night off, much like some 
predicted because the Indianapo- 
lis Colts had already clinched a 
first-round bye and home-field 
advantage throughout the AFC 
playoffs. 

It was misleading. 

Manning threw for 308 yards 
and four touchdowns, including a 
65-yarder to Reggie Wayne to put 
Indianapolis ahead for good, and 
the Colts stayed unbeaten with 
a 35-31 victory in a wild game 
against the Jacksonville Jaguars 
on Thursday night. 

“We’ve had some extremely 
close games,” Manning said. 

“Do we feel fortunate to be 
undefeated? Certainly. Anybody 
that’s followed us each week can 
go back to a lot of games and say, 
‘Boy, if we don’t make that play, 
we’re not undefeated.’”’ 

The Colts improved to 14-0 for 
the first time in franchise history 
and extended their NFL-record 
regular-season winning streak to 
23 games. They also became the 
third 14-0 team in league history, 
joining the 1972 Miami Dolphins 
and 2007 New England Patriots. 
New Orleans can match the feat 
with a victory over Dallas on Sat- 
urday night.

His only real mistake 
wasn’t his fault. Dallas Clark 
bobbled a pass that Reggie Nel- 
son tipped and Daryl Smith inter- 
cepted in the third quarter. The 
Jaguars turned the error into a 
touchdown and a 24-21 lead. 

But it was short-lived. 

Manning answered with an 80- 
yard drive, hitting Wayne with 
consecutive passes and later find- 
ing Clark across the middle for a 
27-yard score. Wayne caught five 
passes for 132 yards. Clark had 
seven receptions for 95 yards and 
two scores.

it’s really a young team in a lot of 
ways,” said Ravens coach John 
Harbaugh, who has three key 
rookie contributors in tackle Mi- 
chael Oher, cornerback Lardar- 
ius Webb and linebacker Paul 
Kruger. “We have a great mix of 
veteran leadership, but there’s 
a lot of first-, second- and third- 
year players who are playing a lot 
of football for us and having an 
impact on games. That’s really 
important in this league.” 

Sure is. There have been 
rookies starting at virtually 
every position, from quarter- 
backs Mark Sanchez of the New 
York Jets, Matthew Stafford of 
Detroit and Josh Freeman of 
Tampa Bay to Oher, Jason Brown 
of St. Louis and Phil Loadholt of 
Minnesota on the offensive line. 
From dynamic wideouts Percy 
Harvin of Minnesota, Austin Col- 
lie of Indianapolis and Jeremy 
Maclin of Philadelphia to aggres- 
sive linebackers Brian Cushing 
of Houston, James Laurinaitis of 
St. Louis and Clay Matthews of 
Green Bay. 

There have been ballhawks 
— Buffalo’s Jairus Byrd — and 
busts — Oakland’s Darrius Hey- 
ward-Bey.  First-round flops 
(Cincinnati’s Andre Smith) and 
undrafted gems (Indy CB Jacob 
Lacey). Sacksters (Washington 
DE Brian Orakpo) and stumblers 
(Kansas City DE Tyson Jackson). 

“There’s a lot of things being 
thrown at him and that’s a tough 
position to play. You’re not going 
to see instantaneous results,” 
Chiefs coach Todd Haley says of 
the No. 3 selection in the draft. 
“The guy has tremendous work 
ethic. 

“Again, it takes a little time, 
a young player playing that 
position.” 

But it hasn’t taken much time 
in Indianapolis, which has been 
dominant with four rookies play- 
ing key roles: Lacey and fellow 
cornerback Jerraud Powers, Col- 
lie and punter Pat McAfee. 

“It is highly unusual,” coach 
Jim Caldwell said of the rookies’ 
contributions. “But I think we 
have a highly unusual team. One 
of the things that you find with 
teams that win and win consis- 
tently is that there is a sharing of 
information from the veterans to 
the rookies that is uninterrupted, 
unfiltered. And I think you have 
to attribute some of that to coach- 
ing, but a lot of that comes from 
the players showing them the nu- 
ances of what it takes to be great 
in this league.” 

Jacksonville has started two 
rookie offensive tackles, first- 
rounder Eugene Monroe and 
second-rounder Eben Britton, for 
much of the season. All nine of 
the Jags’ picks have played. 

The Dolphins have prospered 
with two rookies starting at cor- 
nerback: Sean Smith and Vontae 
Davis. Smith could become the 
first rookie to start all 16 games 
at cornerback for Miami. Davis 
became a starter Nov. 1. 

Both impressed no less an ex- 
pert than Bill Belichick. 

“What jumps out is they’re 


both big,’ New England’s coach 
said. “They’re bigger than most 
corners. ... Both of those guys are 
good, solid players. They cover 
well in short areas, they cover 
well downfield. You have to be 
careful throwing the ball around. 
They’re usually close to their 
man. They’re two good additions 
to their defensive backfield.” 

Orakpo is within range of 
Jevon Kearse’s rookie record of 
141/2 sacks set in 1999. He tied 
a franchise mark with four last 
weekend. 

“He doesn’t carry himself 
like a rookie, doesn’t play like a 
rookie,’ middle linebacker Lon- 
don Fletcher said. “A lot of rook- 
ies, when they come in, they don’t 
necessarily have the focus that 
you need to be successful in this 
league. When he is in the build- 
ing, he is all about football.” 

Not every newbie has made 
a positive impact, though. For 
every sensational kick return by 
Harvin, there have been far too 
many bad throws by Stafford and 
Sanchez and Freeman. For all of 
Denver running back Knowshon 
Moreno’s gallops, there have 
been Buffalo DE Aaron Maybin’s 
gaffes. 

And there have been the inju- 
ries, starting in training camp 
when offensive tackle Andre 
Smith ended a holdout and then 
broke his left foot during prac- 
tice two days after signing. Staf- 
ford has a damaged left shoulder 
that has sidelined him, and San- 
chez missed action because of a 
sprained right knee. 

Seattle LB Aaron Curry (hip 
pointer), Lions TE Brandon Pet- 
tigrew (left knee) and Atlanta DT 
Peria Jerry (left knee) got hurt, 
with Pettigrew and Jerry gone 
for the season. 

Coaches try to prepare their 
rookies for the long haul and the 
possibility of such negative situ- 
ations, knowing all the while it’s 
impossible. 

One thing that hadn’t been 
achieved in 50 years was done 
by Byrd. The second-round draft 
choice from Oregon had two in- 
terceptions in three successive 
games in October, becoming the 
first player to do so since Dave 
Baker in 1960. Byrd then set a 
franchise record by extending his 
interception streak to five games. 
He leads the league with nine 
interceptions. 

“Any time you can lead the 
league in interceptions, I think 
that’s big,” Byrd says. “But like 
I’ve said before, with those inter- 
ceptions I just wish we could’ve 
done more with them.
